two worlds. This is the only place at which 

the traveler can pass from Arab Jerusalem 
into Jewish Jerusalem. It is strictly a one-way pas- 
sage, for he cannot enter again into the Arab sector. 
This has been the situation since the land was parti- 
tioned in 1948. 

When we crossed over into the Israeli sector for the 
World Pentecostal Conference, we passed immediately 
from an ancient oriental city into a modern city that 
could well have been somewhere in the United States. 
Israel has none of the oriental flavor that is found 
so abundantly in Jordan. The Jews have brought with 
pence to Israel the modern customs of the western 
world. 

For three days all the gathered Pentecostal be- 
lievers enjoyed the World Pentecostal Conference. I 
have already discussed this thoroughly so that it does 
not now need to be mentioned again. (See the Evangel 
for July 10.) 


i HE MANDELBAUM GATE in Jerusalem divides 


SOME OF US had an experience on Pentecost Sun- 
day that very few Pentecostal believers are ever privi- 
leged to have: we climbed Mount Zion on the Day of 
Pentecost. What an experience! We walked up the 
slopes of the mountain with hundreds of Jewish pil- 
grims on their way to pay annual homage at the 
tomb of David. We knew that Mount Zion was the 
ancient city of David, when he first took the land 
from the Jebusites. It was here that his citadel had 
been built, and it was here that the tombs of the 
kings of his dynasty still remain. Now on the Day of 
Pentecost the Jews were making their annual pil- 
grimage to this shrine. We joined in with them. Many 
groups of the Jewish pilgrims were singing or dancing 
their religious dances. Camped as though they had 
' been there waiting for many days, they worshiped 
with bowed and covered heads. They were rejoicing 
on their great day of Pentecost. 


Our party pressed on beyond the tomb of David 
on the summit of Mount Zion to the traditional Upper 
Room, site of the Last Supper, place where the Holy 
Ghost fell after the Lord’s ascension. Very few persons 
pressed on through the small gate and up the cor- 
ridors to the Upper Room; it was almost empty. 
While hundreds of Jews stopped at the tomb of King 
David, only a few Christians pressed on into this 
memorable place. As we read from Acts 2 and had 
prayer together, we were aware of what a real life 
situation we had illustrated on this visit. The multi- 
tudes stopped with the memory of a dead past; only 
a few persevered to a position of life and power. 

Following the World Pentecostal Conference, our 
party made an automobile trip to Galilee in the far 
north, then westward to the Mediterranean Sea, and 
down the seacoast to the modern city of Tel Aviv. 
From the time we started our day-long journey, I 
was utterly amazed. Though this was the same land 
we had seen on the other side of the Mandelbaum 
Gate, it was as if we had changed worlds. Beautiful

forests flourished all along the way. All the trees of 
these forests had been planted, for until recent years 
there had been none. When the Turks controlled 
Palestine, they collected taxes on trees; and rather 
than pay these taxes, the inhabitants of the land had 
cut down the trees. Now Israel was having them re- 
planted so that the land might again be fruited and 
beautiful. 

Passing through the Judaean hills, we saw Kir- 
jath-Jearam where the ark of the covenant had been 
returned by the Philistines in the time of Samuel. 
We saw the region of Zorah and Eshtaol where Sam- 
son had done his earliest exploits of valor. We passed 
through the Valley of Ajalon where the sun had stood 
still at the command of Joshua, and Ramah, ancient 
home of Joseph of Arimathaea. 

When we entered the plain of Sharon, we were in 
a verdant wonderland. Due to advanced methods of 
irrigation, the plain was green and fertile; the soil 
was rich, bursting with life. Here we saw trees of all 
sorts: pine, cypress, breadfruit, acacia, eucalyptus and 
others. We found all forms of citrus fruits, plus 
peaches, olives and many forms of flowers. The burst- 
~ _— of this plain is something I shall never 

orget. 


FOLLOWING THE “King’s Way” north of Sharon, we 
passed through the valley of Ara onto the plain of 
Jezreel or Esdraelon. In olden days this was the only 
route between Babylonia and Egypt. This made 
Megiddo, lying at the entrance of the valley of Ara, 
of vital importance. Anyone who controlled Megiddo 
controlled all the way southward from that point to 
Egypt. Twenty-four cities are buried layer upon layer 
at the site of Megiddo, which means that this has 
been one of the most conquered places on the face 
of the earth. Our guide assured us that it was per- 
haps the scene of more battles than any other place 
in the world. We must also remember that this is to 
be the scene of the last great battle to be named 
Armageddon. 


Rising from the plain of Jezreel was lonely Mount 
Tabor, probable scene of the transfiguration of Jesus. 
Soon after passing this historic mountain, we were 
at the Sea of Galilee, no doubt as beautiful today as 
it was in the days of Jesus. Driving around the sea, 
we visited the ruins of Capernaum. Only a Franciscan 
monastery now stands where Capernaum, a city of 
10,000 to 20,000 inhabitants, once stood. A great many 
fallen ruins spread out to the shore of the city. Ca- 
pernaum and her sister cities of Bethsaida and 
Chorazin have disappeared as the Lord prophesied 
would happen in Matthew 11:21-23. 

At this site of the Lord’s early ministry, we saw 
the Mount of Beatitudes where the Lord gave His 
Sermon on the Mount, and the place where He multi- 
plied the loaves and fishes in order to feed the multi- 
tude. We had a fish lunch in the beautiful little 
town of Tiberias. This is the only city still standing 
that existed in the days of Jesus, and it is the only 
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city that He did not visit. Because Tiberias had 
been built by King Herod and named for the Roman 
Emperor Tiberias, most of the Jews in the days of 
Jesus carefully avoided it. 

Crossing westward to Haifa on the Mediterranean 
Sea, we passed through Cana of Galilee and Nazareth 
where we saw the unt of Precipation. We crossed 
over Mount Carmel where Elijah had his great con- 
test with prophets of Baal. Half way between Haifa 
and Tel Aviv, we stopped at the ruins of Caesarea. 
This was an important seaport during the days of 
the New Testament, the place where Paul was con- 
fined for two years after he had appeared before 
Governor Felix (Acts 24:26, 27). Paul left from Caesa- 
rea on his memorable voyage to Rome. It was in 
Caesarea that Peter preached to the household of 
Cornelius, and it was here that Philip and his four 
prophetess daughters lived. 


Watching the blue waves of the Mediterranean roll 
in against the battered ruins of the city is a scene 
that I can never forget. After rambling around over 
the ruins of Caesarea for a considerable time, we 
proceeded south to Tel Aviv, where our hotel was on

the beautiful Mediterranean. Joppa, where *he prophet 

Jonah began his journey, is near Tel Aviv. It was 

— here that we would begin our journey toward 
ome. 


FLYING FROM TEL AVIV to Athens, Greece, we had 
a splendid view of the Turkish coast. Then our pilot 
circled the plane to give us an excellent view of the 
Aegean Islands and finally the ancient city of Athens. 
In Athens there is very much to see. The famed 
Acropolis with its Parthenon dominates the city. Close 
to the Parthenon is a rugged triangle of rock known 
as Mars Hill. Clambering over this mound, we were 
able to see the spot designated as that at which Paul 
stood to deliver his great sermon to the Athenians. 
We also visited the Pnyx, a great place of assembly 
for the ancient Athenians, especially during the days 
of Demosthenes. 


No trip to Athens would have been complete for 
us without our going sixty miles south to the site 
of ancient Corinth. Following the rugged mountainous 
coastline, we passed through the narrow Isthmus, 
where a canal now joins the Aegean Sea on the 
east with the Gulf of Corinth on the west. 

It was in this ancient city that Paul lived for nearly 
two years and plied his trade as a tent maker. We 
were well aware that Paul saw the very surviving

columns of the Temple of Apollo that we saw, that 
he walked along the excavated streets we trod, and 
that he often looked at the lofty heights of Acro- 
corinthus Mountain looming behind the city. In his 
day, however, a temple of Venus rested on top of this 
high mountain, a notorious temple serviced by a 
thousand sacred prostitutes. 


It is not possible to tell of all the glories of this 
ancient place. In my mind I relived Paul’s difficult 
days in this city, his struggle to forge the Corinthian 
Church into an established body of believers, his ever 
= concern about the church even when he was 
absent. 


From Athens we headed home. Our long journey 
was approaching its end. With landings in Rome, 
Italy; Madrid, epee; and Lisbon, Portugal, we flew 
westward and followed the course of the sun. So fast 
did the jet fly and so closely did we chase the sun 
that we were able to see it in the sky for a long 
period of twenty-one hours. From an altitude of 39,- 
000 feet we were able to see the massive icefloes 
around Nova Scotia. Eventually darkness came, and 
the broad expanse of America stretched before us. 
We were home. 

Now the task remained to consolidate the learning 
that had been gained from this trip and to appro- 
priate its inspiration and understanding to our min- 
istry. The memory of the trip would last for the life- 
time. It is my prayer that it will be a useful memory.

Roger Babson, the well-known 
statistician wrote, “Surveying the 
whole realm of religious life... I 
have come to but one conclusion: 
too many people talk, write and 
read about religion; too few live 
it!” A daily walk of holiness is a 
powerful testimony for God and His 
church. Christ said, “Let your light 
so shine before men, that they may 
see your good works, and glorify 
your Father which is in heaven.” 


Another requisite for a Christian 
is that he be a regular attendant 
at the house of God. The Word of 
God requires it, and the Church 
has a right to expect it. Hebrews 
10:25 reads, “Not forsaking the as- 
sembling of ourselves together, 
as the manner of some is; but ex- 
horting one another: and so much 
the more, as ye see the day ap- 
proaching.” We need this fellow- 
ship with God and His people. It is 
in the sanctuary, when the feverish 
activity of the week ceases, that we 
can be still and know our Creator 
and feel that peace that passeth 
all understanding. As David of old 
we find that “. . . strength and 
beauty are in his sanctuary.” We 
need the preaching of the Word 
which has been throughout the 
ages a molding and directing influ- 
ence in the life of the Church. It 
is a time where young and old, 
rich and poor, gather together in 
divine worship; together they lift 
their hearts in praise to God. Some- 
one has well said, “Nothing is more 
expensive in a church than an 
pmo pew.” It is expensive because 
the church cannot effectively carry 
out its work without the constant, 
support by the presence of its con- 
stituency. How true are the words 
of Bishop Paul B. Kern! “Going to 
church may be a habit, but it is a 
means of grace which, if persist- 
ently neglected, results almost un- 
failingly in religious indifference 
and spiritual death.” 

The name Christian implies that 
we are Christlike. In examining our 
lives, how does our prayer life com- 
pare with His? No one can read the 
four —~ without being deeply 
impressed by the prayer life of 
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Christ. These were vital experiences 
in His life. The Scriptures teach us 
that He went out before day and 
prayed; in the evening he prayed; 
he continued in prayer all night. 
At His baptism, in the desert, on the 
mountain, and even in the midst of 
the agony on the cross, He com- 
muned with His Father. This con- 
sistent prayer life of Jesus aroused 
a deep hunger in the hearts of His 
disciples, and they cried out, “Lord, 
teach us to pray.” Jesus, knowing 
the unlimited possibilities of prayer, 
said, “Men ought always to 
pS a 

There is power in united prayer. 
Where pes 8 two or three are gath- 
ered together, in unity and desire, 
Christ is in the midst to hear and 
to answer. This united prayer is in- 
deed a source of power in the work 
of the church, but equally impor- 
tant is our private prayer life. It 
is not easy to find time in this busy 
day for private devotions, but find 
time we must if we are to grow 
more Christlike and gain strength 
to serve. Let us probe deeply into 
the inner man and ask ourselves 
the question, “Do we really believe 
in the efficacy of prayer?” There 
is nothing more important in a 
Christian’s life, or more pleasing to 
our heavenly Father than sincere, 
earnest prayer. 


FINALLY, LET US EXAMINE our 
stewardship. By being faithful in 
our giving, we testify that we be- 
lieve that the gospel is true and that 
our church and its ministry are 
worthwhile. If every church mem- 
ber would practice tithing and giv- 
ing, what a jubilee year this would 
be for our church. Mission posts 
that are empty would be filled. Our 
Children’s Home would expand. 
New church buildings and educa- 
tional plants would be the rule 
rather than the exception. The 
church cannot maintain its pro- 
gram unless it has the shared sup- 
port, regularly and consistently, of 
its members. Giving is just as much 
a part of our worship as praying or 
lifting our voice in song. 

We should not wait for funny 
stories, tricks or schemes.

times this method of giving grieves 
the Holy Ghost. Neither should we 
wait to be begged. In 2 Corinthians 
9:5 (Phillips translation), Paul ad- 


monishes the Corinthians, “But, 
having let you into my confidence, 
I should like it to be a spontan- 
eous gift, and not money squeezed 
out of you by what I have said;” 
and further, “. . . for God loveth a 
cheerful giver.” This cheerful, in- 
telligent giving comes from the 
heart. A Christian minister said, 
“In the world financial matters 
center in the head; in the Chris- 
tian realm, they spring from the 
heart.” 

We are going to be accountable 
to God for our stewardship, and 
there is a definite relationship in 
our giving and our spiritual life. 
Malachi 3:10 tells us, “Bring ye all 
the tithes into the storehouse, that 


there may be meat in mine house, 
and prove me now herewith, saith 
the Lord of hosts, if I will not open 
you the windows of heaven, and 
pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to re- 
ceive it.” The tithe is a good be- 
ginning; but under grace, we 
should, out of thankful hearts, go 
beyond this and give as the Lord 
has prospered us. 

As we search our hearts let us, 
like David, seek divine guidance.

Offence came; judgment came, followed by condem- 
nation; but, thank God, the free gift came upon all 
men to justification of life. Study these verses and re- 
joice with me in them. 

A “cycle” means a period of time in which events 
happen in a certain order and which constantly re- 
peats itself. There is the business cycle, namely the 
rising and falling of prices, times of abundance and 
of poverty, prosperity and depression. This same law 
of the cycle is seen in seven dispensations, or testing 
times. Man starts with God and then goes down the 
path until sin seems about to triumph and overcome 
him. Here, God comes down, for where “sin abounded, 
grace did much more abound” and man starts his 
upward climb again. Perhaps we should label this 
message, AND GOD CAME DOWN. We shall see His 
hand and the serpent’s trail as we pursue our course. 

Cycle No. 1. We know the history of man in the 
garden. This was not a myth as the modernist would 
have us believe, but it is a historical fact. God made 
man. It was in the garden that man fell. Paradise 
was lost. Old slew-foot seemed to triumph, but God 
came down and asked His first question, “Adam where 
art thou.” Where was he? He was lost, hidden from 
God, fallen from his estate, groping in darkness. But 
God brought hope: Satan’s plan was frustrated, and 
man was given another chance as God took the 
blood of an innocent animal as an atonement for their 
sins and made the skin into clothes to hide their 
nakedness and shame. If people will heed God’s voice

today, the problem and the urge for nakedness will 
disappear, and we will be a holy people, clothed in 
“modest apparel.” 

Cycle No. 2. In the Second Dispensation man was to 
obey the voice of conscience freshly awakened within 
him. In Genesis 6:5 we see that God saw the “wicked- 
ness of man” and “the trail of the serpent.” God knew 
that every imagination and thought of man’s heart 
was only evil continually. Hell’s pit yawned for man’s 
lost soul, but God came down. He told Noah to 
build an ark and here God’s handiwork, mankind, was 
preserved. He preserved the human race through Noah 
who was a righteous man. Righteousness is God’s 
antidote for the serpent’s beguilement. Righteousness 
saved Noah and paved the way for another cycle. 
The dove, representing peace and assurance, brought 
back a token from the dry land. The flood was past, 
and a new chance was given. God had rescued them. 

Cycle No. 3. This cycle dominated human govern- 
ment because in it God holds man liable for his fellow 
man. Genesis 9:7 tells us, “And you, be ye fruitfuk 
and multiply; bring forth abundantly in the earth, 
and multiply therein.” But Satan said no! He put 
it in the hearts of the people to defy God (Genesis 11: 
4). Sure, build a tower; congregate into one place. But 
God came down; He saw a city, a tower, and a re- 
bellious people, and He “scattered them abroad upon 
the face of the whole earth and confounded their 
language so that they could not understand one 
another’s speech.” “When judgement is in the land 
the people seek the Lord.” Here was a seeking by a 
confounded people. A people in shame and scat- 
tered. And again God set out to restore and to keep 
alive His eternal purpose. 

Cycle No. 4. We call this cycle the Patriarchal Dis- 
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pensation (Jewish Fathers). We remember Abraham’s 
separation from his people so that God could bless 
him (Gen. 12:1). Here God met Abraham and made 
an eternal covenant with him. Abraham pitched his 
tent “towards the rising of the sun.” Here God’s great 
canopy began to be spread over “all the families of the 
earth,” and in Abraham “all the families of the 
earth” were to be blessed. God told Abraham not 
to go down into Egypt (Gen. 26:2). God tells us to 
steer clear of the world. We are not a friend of the 
world. If we are, “we are an enemy to God.” We 
remember how Jacob went to Egypt, how Joseph was 
sold into Egypt by his brethren, and how, in Egypt, 
Israel felt the galling lash of the Pharaohs. They 
shuddered under the devil’s inspired decree to kill all 
the Jewish male children. Moses was hidden in a 
basket in Egypt. Children were to be drowned and 
given to the mouths of the savage crocodiles of the 
Nile. Here Israel was enslaved by the dark race of the 
sons of Ham. Say, it costs a lot to get out of the will 
of God. Things looked hopeless; they remembered the 
land of milk and honey, they remembered Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob, though dimly. They yearned to be 
back at the Father’s house. But God came down 
to deliver them, although there had been many 
desolations in their wanderings. He provided a Moses 
and a Joshua. 


Cycle No. 5. Here we enter the Dispensation of Law. 
Thunder echoed on Sinai, as God gave Israel the 
Decalogue. God said, “And ye shall be unto me a 
kingdom of priests, and an holy nation.” Satan saw 
to it that they transgressed God’s Law, and a few 
years later we read in Isaiah 1:3, 4. “The ox knoweth 
his owner, and the ass his master’s crib: but Israel 
doth not know, my people doth not consider. Ah sin- 
ful nation, a people laden with iniquity, a seed of 
evildoers, children that are corrupters: they have for- 
saken the Lord, they have provoked the Holy One of 
Israel unto anger, they are gone away backward.” 
Again the serpent’s plans are thwarted as God comes 
down in the person of Jesus Christ: “For God so 
loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” “And the Word was made 
flesh, and dwelt among us, (and we beheld his glory, 
the glory of the only begotten of the Father,) full 
of grace and truth.” Jesus said, “I am the bread which 
came down from heaven.” We see Him, hear Him 
and handle Him, the Word of Life. Great, Great 
was His ministry; but as a rumbling of thunder 
before the storm in the distance, we hear Satan’s 
hordes crying for His blood.” Crucify Him, Crucify 
Him!” They prayed the prayer of the damned when 
they said, “Let his blood be upon us and upon our 
children.” What a blood curdling prayer. They fought 
for naught on Satan’s side, for upon the Cross for me 
Christ died. 


Cycle No. 6. Here we enter the Dispensation of 
Grace. The Church Age, the age of the outpouring 
of the Holy Ghost. Here Paul said in Titus 2:11, “The 
grace of God that bringeth salvation hath appeared 





to all men.” “Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” “I will pray the Father 
and he shall give you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever.” Think of the mighty out- 
pourings at Pentecost. Think of the revivals at Ephe- 
sus, at the house of Cornelius, at Corinth, at Samaria, 
at Crete! Yes, it spread all over the then-known 
world. Dark ages came; the Apostles were martyred, 
and in this dark night of persecution, the Coliseum 
at Rome was soaked with the blood of the saints. 
They filled the bellies of the lions. One hundred 
million died for the faith they loved better than them- 
selves. But the fire still burns; the Holy Ghost is 
still here, and Christ is still on the mediative throne, 
and God is still bidding the sinner to come. In this 
age, this day, we have the refreshing outpourings in 
Asuza Street mission; the mountains of North Caro- 
lina, the golden strands of India, and other places. 
Simultaneously the power fell and a rebirth within 
the cycle of grace sprang forth. Is this day fast coming 
to a close? Is this cycle nearly completed? Is today 
for revival such as we experienced forty years ago? 
Forty years ago as a stripling boy, without credentials, 
without missions funds, without a place to preach, 
but with a fire burning in my bones, I walked 
through a place called “Dog Town” in Princess Anne, 
Maryland, and cried to God, “Open the door; provide 
the place, and I’ll sing and tell the story.” The Lord 
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directed me to a humble little home. The people who 
lived there were Methodists I found out later (I did 
not know this at the time of my request for I had 
never met them before). I knocked at the door, and 
when a pleasant lady answered, I said to her, “May 
I rent your frent room for a revival?” Looking at 
me in bewilderment, she replied, “No, but you may 
have it for nothing.” Yes, I took the place over. I 
went to the Conn and Bock Lumber Company and 
borrowed eight-inch planks, twelve feet long, and 
carried them down through the streets of town on 
my back. We used these to serve as pews for the 
lady’s front room. We stretched the planks across 
nail kegs, and from this humble beginning the Church 
of God got its anchor in Maryland. Many were saved; 
seventeen received the Holy Ghost; a church was set 
in order. 

While we were in the eastern states and later 
back in the middle Northwest, Brother R. P. 
Johnson and E. W. Williams were going strong in the 
South, Wood and Asher in Texas, Barnett in Illinois 
and Standifer in Indiana. God had his Captains 
spotted in strategic places as He poured out His 
showers of blessings. Time would not permit me to 
mention the many others in God’s array. All of us were 
united in faith and doctrine, and the Church of God 
spread herself like a mighty force until today she 
stands as a mighty sentinel in defence of the faith. 
Like a mighty fortress standing in battle against the 
modern foes of our day, we are headed on to victory 
unless—unless we follow the pattern of those in the 
other cycles; then, we will be a Samson shorn of our 
locks; a Saul fallen on his own sword; a withered 
branch; a hot, barren waste; ashes which bespeak a 
by-gone day. Hear me! Oh, hear me! It is not the 
doctrine of holiness, but holiness itself that is im- 
portant. We have the doctrine, but what is a doctrine 
worth without reality? It is not members we want; 
it is souls. If we win souls, we will have the members. 
It is not mass hysteria in Hollywood evangelism, but 
an old-fashioned, soul-searching, deep-digging revival, 
followed by restitution, consecration and holiness in 
all manner of living that we want. It is not high- 
sounding phrases by would-be educators, but a heav- 
enly conversation (our conversation is in heaven). 
Staying in the old paths is the answer to tomorrow’s 
victory when Jesus shall come. The Church can be 
destroyed only from within; so as members and min- 
isters, we determine our own fate. God looked at his 
cycle and said, “And because iniquity shall abound, 
the love of many shall wax cold” (Matthew 24:12). 
In Mark 16 He said, “Nevertheless when the Son of 
man cometh, shall he find faith on the earth?” Paul 
gave the description of this age in 1 Timothy 4:1; 
read it. Read 2 Timothy 3:1-5; and see if you live 
there. If you do you are a dead stone and cloud 
without water. Brethren, we are in a age of crisis. 
Mighty fortresses of faith which once stood for God 
are crumbling. The churches or denominations which 
were born in revival fires yesterday are renouncing to- 
day what they had then. For them the day of re- 
vival is past. Their deacons and ministers are addicts 
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to liquor, tobacco, movies, modern dance, and swaying 
to the tune of King Jazz. They play “Bingo” in the 
Holy Spirit room. They follow fads and fancies while 
solid truth is turned aside. But in a moment that we 
think not, God will come down and we will hear 
the voice of the archangel, the trump of God, and 
the holy people, the separated people, the blood- 
washed people, the prepared people, will go to meet 
Him. Out of all the universe God will call His people. 
May we be ready! 


Cycle No. 7. After that great day is ended, after 
the saints are gone, after the Church Age closes, 
it will be a time for the Anti-Christ, the son of the 
devil. This will be the time when the bright sun will be 
extinguished and the stars will wander through the 
sky in eternal space, rayless and pathless. This icy 
earth will swing blindly in the blackening, moonless 
air. There will be no daylight. Men will forget their 
passions in the dread of their desolation. The habita- 
tions of earth will be burned for beacons and cities 
will be consumed. Men will gather around their blazing 
homes to look once more in one another’s face. Happy 
are those who dwell in the light of the volcano’s moun- 
tain torch. A fearful hope is all the world will con- 
tain. Forests will be set on fire, and hour by hour 
they will fade, and their crackling trunks will fall 
with a crash and all will be black! Men will gaze 
into the despairing light; they will wear an unearthly 
aspect, as by fits the flashes of light fall upon 
them. Some will lay down and weep; others will gnaw 
their tongues for pain and curse God. Some will feed 
their funeral piles with fuel and look up with mad 
disquietude on a dull sky. Because of the pall of a 
past world, they will gnash their teeth and howl 
while wild birds, terrified, will shriek and flutter on 
the ground, flapping their useless wings. The wildest 
beasts will become tame and vipers will crawl among 
the multitude. Hissing and stingless, they will be slain 
for food. All the earth will have but one thought: 
death, immediate and inglorious—a lump of death, a 
chaos of hard clay. Rivers, lakes and oceans will stand 
still, and nothing will stir within their silent depths. 
Our waves will be dead; the tides will be in their 
grave—the moon, their mistress, will have had ex- 
pired before; winds will have withered in the stagnant 
air; clouds will have perished. Darkness hath no need 
of aid from them. This is the universe during the 
GREAT TRIBULATION! Then God Comes Down and 
the Thousand-Year reign begins, and we who are true 
to Him will live and reign with Him a thousand 
years. Then the great white throne judgment will 
take place and on into eternal ages into the new 
heaven and the new earth. Here the frail of the 
serpent will be stamped out and God shall conquer.

He had been separated 
from his wife for quite some time,

and lived a dissolute life. I learned 
that his wife had tried every kind 
of witchcraft to try to get him to 
come back to her, once giving him 
a potion brewed by a Spiritualist 
for this purpose. It almost killed 
him. After his conversion, the Lord 
straightened his life out completely. 
He is back with his wife and chil- 
dren, and for the first time in 
their lives, they are enjoying peace 
in the home. 

Then there is Sr. Joao, converted 
also in Sobradinho, about two 
months ago. I visited his home to- 
gether with the pastor several 
times. His wife had accepted the 
Lord the first of this year, but he 
was not pleased. He always re- 
ceived us with a frowning coun- 
tenance. To our invitations to at- 
tend the Sunday School and serv- 
ices at the church, he would reply 
that he had to work fourteen hours 
a day, so had no time for such. 
He began to attend once in awhile, 
however. One Sunday during Sun- 
day School a drunken man caused 


an awful disturbance, cursing and 
trying to hit a boy and one of 
the sisters with a bench. Some of 
the men had to hold him to keep 
him from killing someone. Brother 
Glicerio, the pastor, was mortified, 
for it was a scandal, and people 
came running to see what was go- 
ing on. That night he supposed that 
there would be few visitors in the 
service, but the place was filled 
to capacity. Sr. Joao gave his heart 
to the Lord that very night, 
testifying later that he had seen 
something really different among 
Christians, for if it had been in 
a worldly place, they would have 
killed that drunk. (Here in the in- 
terior, they likely would have, too). 
There are others such as Sr. 
Francisco who was saved in the 
convention, or Sr. Alberto, a ser- 
geant on the police force who had 
resisted the Holy Ghost for years, 
who was saved at the same time. 
God grant that we may see more 
and more of such experiences. They 
are the real joy in the ministry.

UR WORK-A-DAY world 

makes it necessary for most 

people to find a job. Un- 
fortunately, many labor for an in- 
come alone and are often dissat- 
isfied with their work. A Christian’s 
work must be more than a means 
of keeping soul and body together. 
Christians can never be content 
with this reason for work. Work 
should not be a drudgery, unwill- 
— given in return for an agreed 
salary. If life’s vocation holds no 
higher purpose, the first job that 
comes along, provided it pays well, 
will satisfy all requirements. 

As a Christian you must recog- 
nize life as a sacred stewardship. 
Employment should be regarded as 
a vocation, a calling. Let your life 
be guided by God’s purpose, and 
aed work will offer ibilities 
hat go far beyond a bread-and- 
butter existence. 
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Harry T. Stock states in his book 
A Life and a Living, that those in 
search of a career must choose be- 
tween three possible courses: 


1. The call of the highest 
2. The pull of the lowest 
3. The appeal of the practical 


The first is a challenge to put 
Christ first in your plans. It de- 
fines success as service rendered 
and worthy objectives attained. It 
has nothing to do with material 
gain. The second is felt in the 
temptation to sacrifice principles to 
achieve wealth and power. The 
third is an inducement to be con- 
tent with the mediocre, choosing 
an easy path, coasting downhill. 

One of these will determine your 
vocational direction. The decision is 
yours. Which course will you 
choose?

Dr. Ted W. Engstrom, president, 
Youth for Christ, says “Being a 
Christian is a vocation in itself, so 
actually every Christian is in full- 
time service whether he be a 
preacher or a farmer. Your deci- 
sion is not ‘Shall I go into Chris- 
tian service?’ but, ‘In what voca- 
tion can I best serve the Lord with 
the talents He has given me?’”

rily concerned with Christ-related 
vocations. Many are called to fill 
the Christ-related positions around 
the church; only a few can be 
chosen to do the work within the 
church. 


In most cases, God’s intention 
for youth is that they find em- 
ployment in a profession, in busi- 
ness or industry, seeking in those 
areas the best opportunities for ex- 
ercising God-given abilities. He in- 
tends for youth to demonstrate the 
Christian life in daily work by ded- 
ication to duty, by jobs well done, 
and by high personal integrity. 

Never dismiss the possibility of 
God’s call to serve in a church- 
related vocation. The need in the 
church for trained and dedicated 
lives is tremendous. The church 
has accepted a challenge to ex- 
pand. Already there is an acute 
shortage of trained workers. The 
need will be greatly increased by 
the success of the expansion. 

Life’s vocations should not be di- 
vided into the sacred and the sec- 
ular, as though the two were in- 
dependent and unrelated. Today’s 
world offers an unlimited oppor- 
tunity for dedicated Christians to 
find their mission fields in careers 
that are usually referred to as 
secular.
